On  July  27th,  the  writer  was  stricken  down  and  for  several 
days  hovered  between  life  and  death.  The  beginning  of  Sep- 
tember, he  had  so  far  recovered  that  an  attempt  was  made  to 
get  out  the  delayed  packages  of  July  30th  .sale.  After  only  three 
had  been  shipped,  a relapse  occurred  and  for  over  a month  he 
was  again  confined  to  bed.  Since  the  middle  of  October,  how- 
ever, recovery  has  again  seemed  sure  but  slow,  a slight  paralysis 
still  retarding  complete  health. 

This  explanation  seems  due  to  those  who  may  have  w^ondered 
why  they  did  not  receive  any  lots  from  July  30th  sale,  nor  any 
reason  therefor.

All  orders  must  be  pre- 
paid as  the  assignee  has  no  power  to  release  anything  until  it 
is  paid  for  in  advance.  Prices  have  been  made  low  and  collectors 
can  rely  on  everything  being  as  represented. 

If  any  items  are  sold  when  order  is  received,  the  money  sent 
for  same  will  be  promptly  refunded.  Also,  any  reasonable  claims 
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after  receipt  of  goods  will  be  given  careful  consideration  and 
adjusted.  The  object  of  required  prepayment  is  not  to  compel 
any  person  to  keep  anything  that  may  not  agree  with  catalogue 
description  but  to  prevent  delay  in  settlement  and  that  the 
account  with  the  assignee  may  be  correctly  and  easily  kept.
